T h is.company is drilling a well in 
the northeast quarter of section 20- 
5-4, about three miles southwest of 
the Cotton No. I of the Transcon­ 
tinental well in section 14-5-4, near 
Maxwell. The Doan well is not far 
from the Galey school house. It is 
down 990 feet and the hole is in 
the best of condition. 
Mr. Doan says that he expects 
to resume drilling in a short time. 
He is positive that a big pfol of oil 
is in the northwest part of the 
* ounty, the discovery well of the 
Carter-Lowry-LaSelle syndicate prov­ 
ing the oil is there and proving it 
is a good grade. He has had con­ 
fidence in the territory a long time, 
but feels better about it now lhan 
ever before. 
Mr. Doan is not optimistic over 
the outlook for the oil business in 
general. 
“ The continual cuts in the price 
of oil will make it unprofitable for 
both the operator and the lessors,” 
Mr. 
Doan 
insists. 
“ I 
understand 
now that Mexico will, or already 
has, put on an export duty on oil. 
If such is the case, that will relieve 
matters to a certain extent. Unless 
that is done, a duty on oR imports 
into this country should be placed. 
“ At this time there are abbut 
13,000,000 barrels of Mexican oil 
coming into the United States every 
month. If an import or export duty 
were levied on this, it would tend 
to keep up the price. 
Oil cannot 
be produced for less than $1.50 a 
barrel at any profit. If oil men con­ 
tinue to drill and increase produc­ 
tion and the Mexican oil continues 
to come in, the price will continue 
to go down. 
“ In the last three months, 50,- 
000,000 barrels of oil have been 
put in storage in the United States, 
In addition to this, the refineries 
ar 
unable to sell their gasoline, 
lubricating oils and other by-pro­ 
ducts. If some move is not made to 
stop production, the price of oil 
will go below the cost of produc­ 
tion. 
“ The development of the local 
fields will depend to a great extent 
upon the trend in the price. 
“ Nobody will 
lose anything, if 
the operators in all the fields would 
agree to stop drilling for a few 
months. If they were to stop new 
production, a change would se ! in 
in a few months and 
the 
price 
would right itself. 
If the Mexican 
situation is handled properly, the 
price also will right i t s e l f 
a 
“ The various companies in Shreve­ 
port, La., have recently brough! in 
two big pools, one at El Dorado, 
Ark., and another at Hainesville, 
La. 
Some of these wells are so 
large that as soon as pipe lines 
reach these fields, 150,000 barrels 
of new oil a day wilj' go on the 
market. This will b$a? it. 
“ Action is now being "taken to
